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1. On Wednesday, 16 April 1947, CAI'ISADJil sav/ PHKGNAI’TT for 
his regularly scheduled nieeting. CA.VI3 Aj^K zv-i.^edi. ately turned to 
the developments in the CArciSE case. First oi all. CA.'ISADE 
complained that there had been no snsver to his t^iegr:ja, which 
he had sent on Thursday, 1C April 1947, r^qu^stln^. an Immediate 
meeting with PREGNANT. The letter stated he had not received 
the telegram until the morning of Tuetday, 15 April 1947, and had 
taken no action since he was seeing CAf IS aDS, on the roilowlng day, 
CAI'ISADE explained he had wanted the nee ting becai;se he had reason 
to suspect that the Americans were son ?hov/ sware cf his relations 
with CAiTISR and he wanted to warn FRECNANT. 

2, CAI'ISADE told the story of the music ale and how his 
suspicions had been proven true. He h^d met CA:*ISE as scheduled 
at the Frohnau station and they had gone on to the muslcale. 
Hov;ever, on their way back to the station after the concert, CAT'I- 
3ADE reported he had seen 3 big green .American sedan with three 

or four men In it but the car had driven by so fast he had not 
been able to see the license plate numbers or determine the znake 
of the car. He had gone on with CATISS, however, but she had 
Insisted on getting out of the S-Bahn at the next station. After 
he had said good-bye to her, he saw her v/alk off to an American 
sedan, parked two* blocks away. She got into the car and it drove 
off Immediately. Before leaving, however, she had stated that 
she was leaving Berlin for awhile because she was being transferred 
by OKGUS to Frankfurt. Hoi-Tever, he really did not know if he could 
believe this but thought perhaps she was only playing a game with 
him. 


3. CAiriSADE went on to relate his experiences of the weekend, 
of the two Russians questioning him in Birkenfelde and of the two other 
Russians having searched his quarters In his absence. PREGNANT denied 
having any part in this and claimed th?y could not have been his 
toen because, after all, he was '^not particularly Interested in the 
woman.** However, it had been correct of CAI-ISADE to have sent him 
the telegram. 

. 4. PREGNANT stated that, for him, a man lik^ FISCHER (cf KGB- 
2049/ RIR 670) was a more important target and CA' ISADE should see 
if he could not do something about him. CAl:iSADE stated he would 
try. 
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5. Turning to the weather, PREGNANT declared It was so pleasant 
now that he wanted to get out of town occasionally. V/ould CAT’ISADE 
care to accompany him sometime? CA;'IS:\DE admitted he would enjoy It. 
On this amicable note the meeting ended.
